Well it goes just as fast as first class. Correct, 
it is not forwarded, but it is required that the 
sender be notified of address corrections and 
then you can resend. If you find a local mailing 
service, you don't even have to pay the permit 
fees. Just obtain a permit, use the services 
number and have the appropriate pieces of mail. 

A total number of 150 pieces, presorted and 
packaged. The current rate for 3/5 zip in 
quantities of 10 (min.) packages is 0.114, for 
others it is 0.132, this is for less then 150 in the 
3/5 and out of state. 

Just for your inf. from the "Bee Cause" mail 
room we mait on the average 275 per month. 
This is 100 members, 10-25 guest, honorary 
members or free inf. copies, 45 camp 
exchanges, 20 to division staff, 10 to national 
staff, 75 to subscribers (Duncan & Springfield 
Camps mostly). First class this would cost 275 
X 0.32 ■ $88 per month. We pay on the average 
$31 per month postage, printing is $168, we get 
a good deal from Howell Printing. Because the 
"Bee Cause" is twelve pages it would cost 0.52 
each which is 275 X 0.52 ■ $143, we really only 
pay out $50 a month more for a printed, in color 
newsletter, then sending out a first class 
postage, Xeroxed copies one.
